Fifteen Prisoner* Escape. 
Jacksonville, Fla., Feb. 10.— During 
a fire In the* Raspberry Park city jail 
Thursday 
fifteen prisoners 
escaped 
and one, William Hall, was afterward 
found dead, presumably having been 
suffocated. 
The officials believe the 
affair was the result of an effort on 
the part of a prisoner 
to escape by 
setting fire to the jail. 


Berlin, Feb.

Strike at St. Petersburg Spreads, But 
No Disorders Occur. 
St. Petersburg, Feb. 10.—The men 
in two more factories, one of which is 
a small con« <*rn employing only 300 
hamls, ceased 
work 
Thursday, and 
more of the employes of the Putiloff 
Iron works joined the strikers. 
Th<* 
renewal of the strike, 
however, has 
not yet gained a threatening form and 
the general 
mass of the 
workmen, 
though somewhat 
restless, are not 
showing a troublesome disposition. 
At the Putiloff works two-thirds of 
the workmen quit work at the expira­ 
tion of the eight-hour shift, quietly lav­ 
ing down their tools and walking out. 
Two battalions of troops art* stationed 
at the works, but there has not been 
th*- slightest disorder. 
Four other es­ 
tablishments ar<> idle, and rumors of 
a strike 
at the government 
arsenal, 
with which the city was filled Thurs­ 
day, w«*re baseless. 
M anufacturers were again

sion in regard to a settlement of the 
disputes.

not there. 
Mrs. Marie Goerk-Hoch as­ 
serted that Hie was willing to help 
lh<* police, 
but that was 
all. 
“ 1 will 
help 
prosecute 
him,” she 
declared, 
‘"but I rn uot so crazy to see him.” 
Hoch bad evidently expected a num ­ 
ber of his wives to meet him at the 
Station, and he was plainly disappoint­ 
ed that they did not c ome.

The board will meet at Har­ 
risburg Feb. 15, the

The train bearing Hock and 
Officer Lottos, who held him in cus­ 
tody, was due in Chicago at 5:25, but 
it was 7 o’clock before it rolled into 
the La Salle street station. 
A large 
crowd had gathered to see the famous 
prisoner, but contrary to general ex­ 
p e c t a n t There were none 
of his al­ 
leged wives among the number. 
Mrs. 
Enielie 
Fischer-Hoch 
declared 
that 
she would not come to the station un­ 
der any circumstances and she was 
not there. 
Mrs. Marie Goerk-Hoch as­ 
serted that she was willing to Help 
the police, hut that was all. 
“I will 
help 
prosecute 
him,” she 
declared, 
“hut I rn not so crazy to see him.” 
Hoc Ii had evidently expected a num­ 
ber of his wives to meet him at the 
station, and he was plainly disappoint­ 
ed that they did not come. 


Asks for His Fourteen Wives. 
“Where 
are those fourteen 
wives 
you talked so much about?” he asked 
of Officer Loft us. 
“I don’t see any of them,” replied 
the officer as lie looked 
through the 
window out of which Hoch had been 
peering. 
“There 
is nobody 
waving 
handkerchiefs at us.” 
“ I guess you have been joking me 
about that part of the business,’’ said 
Hoch. 
“Anyway, there could not be 
fourteen of them for I never had that 
many. 
There seems to be a lot of wo­ 
men who think I am the only mail in 
the* world who could marry them and 
get away with some of their money. 
Anyhow, not even 
one of those wo­ 
men is here.’' 
As he said this Hoch chuckled glee­ 
fully at what he considered a good 
jo k e on the officer.

Claimed to be wives of Hoch called at 
the police station and were placed in 
a separate ruom under a guard of po­ 
licemen.

Fischer Hoch, saw Hindi for a minute, 
aud exclaimed. 
“You 
old hog,

got. my $750, didn’t you?” 
Hoch made no reply to this, and ooh 
smiled. 
Later the five women were, one at 
a time, admitted into the office of iii 
inspector, and all of them id* ntitled 
Iloeh as the man to whom they were 
married. 
Mrs. Ellen Hoppe at first declared 
that she had married Hoi Ii. but later 
said she was not sure about it.

Cotton, having a long staple, can be 
carded and combed with wool to be 
spun into worsted yarn. This is done 
to cheapen the cost of production. Cot­ 
ton Is carded and spun with wool and 
shoddy, not s > much to cheapen the 
yarn, for cotton is generally as expen­ 
sive as some shoddies, but is intro­ 
duced to give strength or spinning 
qualities to the stock. In many cases 
the shoddy Is of such short staple that 
It would not stand the drawing in 
spinning, and, as it would make the 
cost of the yarn too high to put in

to

strength, cotton is put in for this pur 
pose. 
The percentage of cotton In a fabric 
can he determined 
in this manner: 
Take a small piece of cloth and weigh 
it.

D akota oil in ­ 
spection law. 
Mr. Hinton went a fte r the oil octo­ 
pus in two bills, one providing for the 
inspection of gasoline, and the o th er 
m aking a standard for petroleum illum ­ 
inating oils. 
By the term s of Mr. H inton’s gaso­ 
line bill, the inspection and sale of the 
sam e is brought under the direction of 
the sta te oil inspector and his depu­ 
ties, who are em pow ered 
to test and 
fcraud the same, and to collect, for th e 
services, 40 cents, for a single barrel, 
35 cents for ten barrels, and 15 cents 
each w here there are more. 
For violations, heavy penalties are 
provided, and, to enco urage vigilance 
in detecting 
the sam e, 
one-fourth of 
the fine is to go to th e inspector pre­ 
ferring the charge an d securing a con­ 
viction. 
In the inspection of petroleum illum i­ 
nating oils, the grav ity test is m ade 
necessary. 
The sam e te st applies in 
the inspection of gasoline. 
U nder th e 
present law, k erosene is reached by 
the lire test. 
M innesota has no law 
f alling for the inspection and reg ula­ 
tion of gasoline.

L)r, UkftfJe» W. Kllot, President of 
Harvard university, who in his annual 
report attacks football, says In part: 
"The game of football bfli become 
seriously injurious to the rational aca­ 
demic life in American s«*h«>o1» and col­ 
leges, nml it is time that the public, es­ 
pecially the educated public, should un­ 
derstand and take eurn«M considera­ 
tion of the objections to this game. 
"Home of the h*»scr objections to the 
game are its extreme publicity, the 
large proportion of injuries among tin* 
players, the absorption of the under­ 
graduate mind In the subject for two 
months and the disproportionate exal­ 
tation of the football hero in the eol 
lege world. The crude and vociferous 
crltlcDrn, blame and praise, which falls 
to the lot of the football play**r can be 
of no possible advantage to any young 
man at the <>|x*ning of his active life. 
On the contrary. It keeps before him 
an untrustworthy and unwholesome 
standard of public approval or disap­ 
proval. 
"Home danger attends most of the 
manly sports, and taking their risks 
makes port of the Interest in them, but 
the risks of football are exaggerated 
and unreasonable. In a well managed 
college, where men physically unfit for 
football are pi evented from playing the 
game, the ri-k of death on the football 
field within four years Is not so great 
as the risk In riding horseback, driving 
an automobile or booting and yachting 
if these sports are followed for years. 
Nevertheless many serious Injuries oc 
cur which ore apparently recovered 
from in good measure, but which are 
likely to prove a handicap to the victim 
in later life. 
“The football hero is useful in a soci­ 
ety of young men if lie illustrates gen­ 
erous strength and n clean life, but bis 
merits of body and mind ar»» not of tin* 
most promising sort for future service 
out in the world. 
The alert, nimble, 
wiry, tough body Is for professional or 
business purposes in future life u bet­ 
ter one than bis, and the mental quali­ 
ties of the big. brawny athlete are nl- 
; most certain to be Inferior to those of 
I Blighter, quicker w It ted men whose 
moral ideals are nt least as high as his. 
"The state of mutual distrust and 
hostility between colleges which all too 
frequently football creates Is another 
of these les*-«*.* evils. The distrust is 
publicly 
manifested 
in 
humiliating 
ways, us when a member of an opp- s 
Ing team or an official of the game puts 
his ear close to the mouth of the train 
er who lias run out from the side lines 
to wash the face of a prostrate player. 
The pmmution taken against trickery, 
like armor und padding against hurts, 
shows what the game lias come to be. 
“None of these things, however, enter 
into the main obJ< etion to the gam«*, 
for the main objection lies against the 
moral quality. 
As developed In this 
country 
under 
fierce 
intercollegiate 
competition it has become a game in 
which the actions of individual players 
can often be entirely concealed not 
ouly from the mass of spectators on 
the benches, hut from the nearer ob­ 
servers on the shle lines or even the 
umpire, who gets as near as possible 
to the combatants, 
“The game is played under estab­ 
lished and recognized rules, but the 
uniform enforcement of these rules Is 
Impossible, und violations of tho rules 
are in many respects highly profitable 
toward victory. 
Thus coaching from 
the side lines, offside play, holding and 
disabling opponents by kneeing and 
kicking and by heavy blows on the 
head, particularly about the eyes, nose 
and jaw, are unquestionably profitable 
toward victory, and no means have 
been found of preventing these viola­ 
tions of rules by players and coaches. 
“The common Justification offered for 
these hateful conditions is that football 
is a fight and that its strategy and eth­ 
ics are those of war. One may tiler** 
fore resort in football to every ruse, 
stratagem and deceit which would be 
justifiable 
in 
actual 
fighting. 
New 
tricks are always desirable as surprises. 
The weaker man Is the legitimate prey 
of the stronger. One should always try 
to discover the weakest man in tin* op 
j aments’ line, as, for example, the man 
most recently injured, and attack him 
again and again, 
“These rules of action are all justlfin 
bh* and even necessary in the consum­ 
mate savagery culled war, in which the 
immediate object is to kill an 1 disable 
as many of the enemy as possible, To 
surprise, ambuscade and deceive tin* 
enemy and invariably to overwhelm a 
smaller force by a greater one arc ex 
pected methods of war. But there is no 
justification for such methods in a man­ 
ly game of sport between friends. They 
are essentially 
ungenerous, 
and 
n > 
sport is wholesome in which ungeucr 
Olis and mean acts which easily escape 
detection contribute to victory, wheth 
er such acts 1m* occasional and inciden­ 
tal or habitual. 
“The essential thing for the untver 
•Ity youth to learn Is the difference bo 
tween practicing generously a liberal 
art and driving a trade or winning a 
fight no matter how, rivilizntion has 
long been in poaoession of higher ethic \ 
than those of war, and experience has 
abundantly proved that the hlghaft e f­ 
ficiency for service and the finest sort 
of courage in individual men may be 
accompanied by 
and indeed spring 
from unvarying generosity, gentleneaa 
and good will."

Dr. Charles \V, Eliot, president of 
Harvard university, who in his annual 
report attacks football, says In part: 
“The game of football bas become 
seriously injurious to the rational aca­ 
demic life in American s c h o o ls and c o l ­ 
leges, and it is time that tin* public, es­ 
pecially tim educated public, should un­ 
derstand and take earnest considera­ 
tion of the objections to this game. 
“Borne of the lesser objections to tin* 
game are its extreme publicity, the 
large proportion of injuries among the 
players, tile absorption of the under­ 
graduate mind in the subject for two 
months and the disproportionate exal­ 
tation of tin* football hero in the col­ 
lege world. The crude and vociferous 
criticism, blame and praise, which falls 
to the lot of the football player can be 
of no possible advantage to any young 
man at the opening of his active life. 
On the contrary, it keeps before him 
an untrustworthy 
and unwholesome 
standard of public approval or disap­ 
proval. 
“Borne danger attends most of the 
manly sports, and taking their risks 
makes part of the Interest in them, but 
the risks of football are exaggerated 
and unreasonable. In a well managed 
college, where men physically unfit for 
football nre prevented from playing the 
game, the risk of death on the football 
field within four years Is not so great 
as the risk in riding horseback, driving 
an automobile or boating and yachting 
if these sports are followed for years. 
Nevertheless m any serious Injuries oc­ 
cur which are apparently recovered 
from in good measure, but which are 
likely to prove a handicap to the victim 
in later life. 
“The football hero is useful in a soci­ 
ety of young men if he illustrates gen­ 
erous strength and a clean life, but bis 
merits of body and mind are not of the 
most promising sort for future service 
out in the world. 
The alert, nimble, 
wiry, tough body is for professional or 
business purposes In future life a bet­ 
ter one than his, and tile mental quali­ 
ties of the big, brawny athlete nre al­ 
most certain to be inferior to those of 
slighter, quicker witted men whose 
moral ideals are at least as high as his. 
“The state of mutual distrust and 
hostility between colleges which all too 
frequently football creates Is another 
of these lesser evils. The distrust is 
publicly 
manifested 
in 
humiliating 
ways, as when a member of an oppos­ 
ing team or an official of the game puts 
his ear close to the mouth of the train 
er who has run out from the side lines 
to wash the face of a prostrate player. 
The precaution taken against trickery, 
like armor and padding against hurts, 
shows what the game has come to be. 
“None of these tilings, however, enter 
into the main objection to the game, 
for the main objection lies against the 
moral quality. 
As developed In this 
country 
under 
fierce 
intercollegiate 
competition it has become a gam e in 
which the actions of individual players 
can often be entirely concealed not 
only from the mass of spectators on 
the benches, but from the nearer ob­ 
servers on the side lines or even the 
umpire, who gets as near as possible 
to the combatants. 
“The game is played under estab­ 
lished and recognized rules, but the 
uniform enforcement of these rules is 
impossible, and violations of t he rules 
are In many respects highly profitable 
toward victory. 
Thus coaching from 
the side lines, offside play, holding and 
disabling opponents by kneeing and 
kicking and by heavy blows on tho 
head, particularly about the eyes, nose 
and jaw, are unquestionably profitable 
toward victory, and no means have 
been found of preventing these viola 
Bons of rules by players and coaches. 
“The common Justification offered for 
these hateful conditions Is th a t football 
is a fight and th a t its strategy and eth 
ies are those of war. One may there 
fore resort in football to every ruse, 
stratagem and deceit which would be 
justifiable 
in 
actual 
fighting. 
New 
tricks are alw ays desirable as surprises 
The weaker man is the legitimate prey 
of the stronger. One should alw ays try 
to discover tin* weakest man In the op 
ponents’ line, as, for example, the mail 
most recently injured, and attack him 
again and again. 
“These rules of action are all justifla 
hie and even necessary in the eonsum 
mate savagery culled war, In which the 
immediate object is to kill and disable 
as many of the enemy as possible. To 
surprise, am buscade and deceive tlie 
enemy mid Invariably to overwhelm 
smaller force by a greater one are ex 
pected methods of war. But there Is ii 
justification for such methods in a man 
ly game of sport between friends. They 
are essentially 
ungenerous, 
and 
n 
sport is wholesome in which ungener 
o h s and mean acts which easily escape 
detection contribute to victory, wheth 
cr such acts be occasional and inoldon 
tai or habitual. 
“The essential thing fur the univer 
sity youth to learn Is the difference be 
tween practicing generously a libera 
art and driving a trade or winning ii 
fight no m atter how. Civilization has 
long been in possession of higher ethics 
than those of war, and experience has 
abundantly proved that the highest ef­ 
ficiency for service and the finest sort 
of courage In Individual men may he 
accompanied 
by and indeed spring 
from unvarying generosity, gentleness 
and good will.**

Peters­ 
burg a flu irs penults little attention to 
be paid to the full in counts now iii 
London of one of the greatest feats of 
modern arms, the capture of Two Hun­ 
dred and Three Meter hill during the 
siege of Port Arthur and the slaughter 
of thousands of Japanese in three or 
four unsuccessful attacks, says a Lon­ 
don cable dispatch to the Chicago Trib­ 
une. 
The last assault encountered no 
resistance, for the infantry found tin* 
trenches tilled only with dead Km- 
alans, so awful had been the greatest 
bombardment iii history. 
The crucial 
moment is thus described: 
“At 3 o’clock a forward movement 
was made by tin* soldiers on Compan­ 
ion hill. 
The Japanese pressed on. en­ 
countering little resistance, and soon 
were In possession of half the crest. 
At the same moment eon men left the 
trench. 
The Japanese advanced on 
Two Hundred and Throe Meter hill and 
rushed a Russian treiSFn thirty yards 
away. 
The Japanese soldiers were 
Been to enter tile trench. 
Then came a 
brief pause, while the artillery contin­ 
ued to bombard the sum m it of the 
mountain. 
Nothing could be seen of 
the Russians. 
“A few minutes later the Japanese 
soldiers w ere in possession of the first 
trench, reappeared on the far side and 
again 
moved 
forward. 
Every 
one 
watched with breathless anxiety, for 
this was Hie part of the climb that a1 
ways had been so fatal. Tho Japanese 
soldiers on Two Hundred and Ton Me­ 
ter bill also moved forward, and before 
one bad time to realize w hat bad hap- I 
pened the Japanese infantry were over 
the crest of both peaks and were out­ 
lined against the sky line. 
“With tile exception of three prison 
ers, not a live Russian was found on 
the summit. 
They had been shelled to 
pieces, and not even a mouse could 
have escaped from that hail. No moun­ 
tain ever contained contracted in so 
small a space so much of the horrors 
of war. 
T he crest had been absolutely 
smashed to pieces. One could not even 
trace the lines of the original defenses. 
“Among 
tills 
confused 
Jumble of 
rocks, sand bags, shells, charred timber, 
broken rides, bits Of uniforms and s o l ­ 
diers’ accouterments of every descrip­ 
tion the dead lay in hundreds, many 
smashed beyond resemblance to human 
form, so terrible is the effect of modern 
shell fire. 
“One the east side of the mountain 
lay the dead Russians, on the west 
side the dead Japanese. 
The summit 
w'as sacred to both. 
It w as freezing 
weather during the day attack, and the 
bodies of the dead were perfectly pre­ 
served. 
Borne seemed to have died a 
natural death, but the majority, espe­ 
cially the Japanese who were struck 
down while advancing up the steep 
slope, had their teeth clinched and a 
look of fierce resolve w ritten on their 
faces. 
“The Russians, who also for tin* most 
part m et death while sitting In the 
trenches on the summit, bore a p a in e d 
and even surprised appearance. 
In one 
place a dozen soldiers were sitting In 
a square shelter of sand bags when a 
big shell landed In their midst and 
killtHl nil.’*

Tile people of Texas are preparing to 
extend to President Roosevelt a royal 
welcome next April, says a special dis 
patch from Austin, Tex., to the Bt. 
Louis Globe-Democrat. There promises 
to la* a picturesque time in Ban Antonio 
during the rough riders* reunion. 
In 
addition to the gathering of that r**gi- 
ment a movement lins been started 
among the cowboys to give the presi­ 
dent a big ovation, lie its admired by 
the people of the Texas ranches, ami 
they want to show how much they 
think of him by giving him a typical 
frontier reception. 
George Waite, a 
cow’ puncher on the Wilderness Lake 
rauch. situated south of Uvalde, is in­ 
terested iii the cowboy reception move­ 
ment. Ile was Roosevelt's companion 
when lie visited the Seven I) ranch, 
near Uvalde, in 1802 and slaughtered 
Juveniles, or wild hogs. At the time he 
m ade the trip Roosevelt was on the 
civil service commission. 
In April, 1802, W. W. Collier, a hank­ 
er of Uvalde, found a man d r e s s e d in 
the garb of a hunter sitting on the 
steps of his bank building idly flipping 
rocks at an object In the street.. The 
stranger introduced himself as Then 
(lore Roosevelt and banded Mr. <’oilier 
a letter of Introduction. 
“ I have killed almost every kind of 
gam e in this country except a juvelina, 
and I thought I would take a run down 
here and try my hand at that sport,” 
he said to M r. (’oilier. 
Mr. ('oilier says now that if la* had 
ever thought the stranger would some 
day be president of tin* United States 
he would have accompanied him, but it 
was a busy time in th** bank, and lie 
smit bim down to tin* “77’’ ranch, on 
the Nonces river. 
That was the last 
Mr. Collier saw of Roosevelt. Here N. 
T. Wilson, manager of tin* “77“ ranch. 
takes up the story. 
“ I was very busy at the time tho 
stranger arrived at my much,” Mr. 
Wilson said. 
“ I was making a big de­ 
livery of cattle and had a number o f 
herds on the road. 
I was so busy I 
w ouldn’t have stopped to entertain the 
president himself. 
I had been tip th** 
road with OIH* of the herds of cattle, 
and when I returned to my ranch I 
found there a rough and ready sort of 
chap who Introduced himself to me as 
Theodore Roosevelt. 
I learned that he 
bad been over on tin* Tapota ranch, 
near Segtin. Tex., having been invit­ 
ed there to hunt juvelinns. 
The hunt 
had been without success. 
I wanted 
to join in the hunt, but that was out 
of the question. 
It was easy to set* 
then flint Roosevelt was no ordinary 
man. 
I turniHl bim over to George 
Waite, a cowboy, who knew the hog 
country, and sent them over to the 
Seven I> ranch, telling them to go 
ahead and hunt as long as they pleas­ 
ed. 
My recollection is that they kill***! 
about a half dozen jnvelinas, some 
deer and four or five wild turkeys. 
“After tin* limit Roosevelt made a 
present to Waite of tin* magnificent 
rifle which la* had used on the trip, 
saying: ‘Here, take this rifle and keep 
it. 
All Hie use I had for it was to kill 
those hogs. 
I’m done with ft now.’ 
“I saw very lift I** of Roosevelt at 
that time, and I never saw him a fte r­ 
w ard until the organization 
of 
th** 
rough riders in Ban Antonio. 
One 
night, while th** regiment was at Ban 
Antonio, one of my horses was stolen. 
I traced it up and found that It bad 
been sold to the government as a cav 
airy horse in the rough riders’ regi­ 
ment, 
I determined to recover th*' ani 
mal if I could. 
I went to where the 
regiment was camped and was taken 
to Colonel Roosevelt’s tent. As we met 
I said: 
“ ‘I suppose you don’t recognize me?* 
“ His answer was quick as a flash: 
“ ‘Oh, yes, I did! 
I limited hogs on 
your ranch near Uvalde.’ 
“The government brand had already 
been put on tin* horse, and I had to be 
satisfied with getting pay for th** ani­ 
mal.” 
George Waite, the cow puncher, who 
w as Roosevelt’s companion on the hunt, 
says that when 
la* started out 
he 
thought it would be another case of 
guiding a tenderfoot round In search 
of game, but it did not take him long 
to find out that Roosevelt knew as 
much about ranch business aud a good 
deal more about bunting than la* did. 
“ You mustn’t toll mo that th at feller 
Roosevelt Is from New York,” he said 
to a group of cowboys who were goth 
ered about him in Uvalde when In* 
came in from the hunt. 
“Why, in* 
knows more about a ranch than any of 
us fellers 
lh* ain’t no more from New 
York than I ani, I’ll bet. More than 
likely lie Is a Texas ranchman. I trie I 
to get him to tell me where lie learned 
so much about cattle, but he didn’t 
seem to want to talk about it. And as 
for hunting, he can give any feller herr* 
cards aud spades and beat him when it 
comes to shooting Javelinas and deer.” 
W aite says that Roosevelt kept Ulm 
on the go all the time they were to­ 
gether. 
The cow puncher was overcome with 
pleasure when Roosevelt presented him 
with the handsome rifle. Ile has been 
offered large sum s of money for the 
gnu, but W aite says that he would not 
take $1,000 for it. He will take a big 
crow’d of west Texas cowboys to San 
Antonio when the president visits that 
city in April.

Ben Scott, of Little Falls, has been in 
Brainerd for a day or two looking the 
city over with a view to opening a music 
store.

Dr. Charles \V. Eliot, president of 
Harvard university, who In his annual 
report attacks football, says in part: 
“The game of football has become 
seriously injurious to the rational aca­ 
demic life in American schools ami col­ 
leges, and it is time that tin* public, es­ 
pecially the educated public, should un­ 
derstand and take earnest considera­ 
tion of tho objections to this game. 
‘‘Some of the lesser objections to the 
game are its extreme publicity, the 
large proportion of injuries among the 
players, the absorption of the under­ 
graduate mind in the subject for two 
months and the disproportionate exal­ 
tation of the football hero in the col­ 
lege world. The crude and vociferous 
criticism, blame and praise, which falls 
to the lot of the football player can be 
of no possible advantage to any young 
man at the opening of his active life. 
On the contrary, it keeps before him 
an untrustworthy and unwholesome 
standard of public approval or disap­ 
proval. 
“Some danger attends most of the 
manly sports, and taking their risks 
makes part of the Interest in them, but 
the risks of football are exaggerated 
and unreasonable. In a well managed 
college, where men physically unfit for 
football are prevented from playing the 
game, the risk of death on the football 
field within four years is not s o great 
as the risk in riding horseback, driving 
an automobile or boating and yachting 
if these sports are followed for years. 
Nevertheless many serious injuries oc­ 
cur which are apparently recovered 
from in good measure, but which are 
likely to prove a handicap to the victim 
in later life. 
“The football hero is useful in a soci­ 
ety of young men if he illustrates gen­ 
erous strength and a clean lift*, but his 
merits of body and mind are not of tin,* 
most promising sort for future service 
out in the world. The alert, nimble, 
wiry, tough body is for professional or 
business purposes In future life a bet­ 
ter one than his, and the mental quali­ 
ties of the big, brawny athlete are al­ 
most certain to he inferior to those of 
slighter, quicker wltted men whose 
moral ideals are at least as high as his. 
“The state of mutual distrust and 
hostility between colleges which all too 
frequently football creates is another 
of these lesser evils. The distrust is 
publicly 
manifested 
in 
humiliating 
ways, as when a member of an oppos­ 
ing team or an official of the game puts 
his ear close to the mouth of the train ­ 
er who has run out from the side lines 
to wash the face of a prostrate player. 
The precaution taken against trickery, 
like armor and padding against hurts, 
shows what the game has come to be. 
“None of these things, however, enter 
into the main objection to the game, 
for tiie main objection lies against the 
moral quality. 
As developed in this 
country 
under 
fierce 
intercollegiate 
competition it has become a gam e in 
which the actions of individual players 
can often be entirely concealed not 
only from the mass of spectators on 
the benches, but from the nearer ob­ 
servers on the side lines or even the 
umpire, who gets as near as possible 
to the combatants. 
“The gam e is played under estab 
lished and recognized rules, but the 
uniform enforcement of these rules is

The absorbing interest in St. Peters­ 
burg affairs permits little attention to 
be paid to the full n< counts now In 
London *>f one of the greatest feats of 
modern arms, the capture of Two Ilan- 
dred and Three Meter In i 1 during the 
siege of Port Arthur and the slaughter 
of thousands of Japanese in three <»r 
four unsuccessful attacks, says a Dm* 
don cable dispatch to the Chicago Trib­ 
une. 
The last assault encountered no 
resistance, for the infantry found the 
trenches filled only with dead Rus 
sians, so awful had been the greatest 
bombardment in history. 
The crucial 
moment is thus described: 
“At 3 o’clock a forward movement 
was made by the soldiers on Compan­ 
ion hill. 
'I'll** Japanese pressed on, en­ 
countering little resistance, ami soon 
were In possession of half tin* crest. 
At the same moment 5oo men left the 
trench. 
The Japanese advanced on 
Two Hundred and Throa Meter hill and 
rushed a Russian treiFn 11»1 rt> yards 
away. 
The Japanese soldiers were 
seen to enter the trench. Then came a 
brief pause, while the artillery contin­ 
ued to bombard tin* summit of the 
mountain. 
Nothing cotdd be seen of 
the Russians. 
“A few minutes inter tin* Japanese 
soldiers w ere in possession of the first 
trench, reappeared on the far side and j 
again 
moved 
forward. 
Every 
one ¡ 
watched with breathless anxiety, for 
this was the part of the climb that al­ 
ways had been so fatal. The Japanese . 
soldiers on Two Hundred and Ten Me­ 
ter hill also moved forward, and before 
one had time to realize w hat had hap­ 
pened the Japanese infantry were over 
til** crest of both peaks and were out­ 
lined against the sky line. 
“With the exception of three prison 
ers, not a live Russian was found on 
the summit. 
They had been shelled to 
pieces, and not even a mouse could 
have escaped front that hail. No moun­ 
tain ever contained contracted in so 
small a space so much of the horrors 
of war. 
The crest had been absolutely 
smashed to pieces. One could not even 
trace tin* lines of the original defenses. 
“Among 
this 
confused 
Jumble *>f 
rocks, sand bags, shells, charred timber, 
broken ritles, bits of uniforms and so l 
diers’ accouterments of every descrip­ 
tion the dead lay lit hundreds, many 
smashed beyond resemblance to human 
form, so terrible is the effect of modern 
shell fire. 
“One the east side of the mountain 
lay the dead Russians, on the west 
side the dead Japanese. 
Tin* summit 
was sacred to both. 
It was freezing 
weather during tlx* day attack, and the 
bodies of the dead were perfectly pre 
served. 
Some seemed to have died a 
natural death, hut tho majority, espe­ 
cially the Japanese who were struck 
down while advancing lip the steep 
slope, had their teeth clinched and a 
look of fierce resolve w ritten on their 
faces. 
“The Russians, who also for tin* most 
part met death while sitting in tho 
trenches on the summit, bore a pained 
and even surprised appearance, 
in one 
place a dozen soldiers were sitting in 
a square shelter of sand bags when a 
big shell landed in their midst and 
killed all.”

TYPICAL RECEPTION BY COWBOYS 
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The people of Texas are preparing to 
extend to President Roosevelt a royal 
welcome next April, says a special dis­ 
patch from Austin, Tex., to the St. 
Louis (ilobeT)einocrat. There promises 
to l>e ;i picturesque time in San Antonio 
during the rough riders’ reunion, 
in 
addition to the gathering of that regi­ 
ment a movement has been started 
among the cowboys to give the presi­ 
dent a big ovation. H e it* admired by 
the people of the Texas ranches, and 
they want to show how much they 
think of him by giving him a typical 
frontier reception. 
George Waite, a 
cow puncher on the Wilderness Lake 
ranch, situated south of Uvalde, is in­ 
terested in the cowboy reception move­ 
ment. lie was Roosevelt’s companion 
when he visited the Seven 1* ranch, 
near Uvalde, in 1862 and slaughtered 
Javelinas, or wild hogs. At tin* time lie 
made the trip Roosevelt was on the 
civil service commission. 
In April, 181)2, W. W. Collier, a hank­ 
er of Uvalde, found a man dress***! in 
the garb of a hunter sitting on the 
steps of ids bank building idly flipping 
rocks at an object in the street. The 
stranger introduced himself as Theo 
dore Roosevelt and handed Mr. Collier 
a letter of introduction. 
"1 have killed almost every kind of 
game in this country except a Javelina, 
and I thought i would take a run down 
here and try my hand at that sport,” 
he said to M r. Collier. 
Mr. Collier says now that if la* hail 
ever thought the stranger would some 
day be president of tin* United States 
he would have accompanied him, but it. 
was a busy time in tin* bank, and ho 
sent him down to tin* ‘‘77” ranch, on 
the Notices river. 
’Flint was the last 
Mr. Collier saw of Roosevelt. Here N. 
T. Wilson, manager of the “77” ranch, 
takes up the story. 
“ I was very busy at the time tho 
stranger arrived at my ranch,” Mr. 
W ils o n said. 
“ I was making a big de­ 
livery of cattle and had a number of 
herds on the road. 
I was so busy I 
wouldn't have stopped to entertain tho 
president himself. 
1 had been up the 
road with one of the herds of cattle, 
and when I returned to my ranch I 
found there a rough and ready sort of 
chap who introduced himself to me as 
i Theodore Roosevelt. 
1 learned that he 
had been over on the Tapota ranch, 
near Segtin. Tex., having been invit­ 
ed them to limit javelinas. 
The hunt 
had been without success. 
Í wanted 
to join in the hunt, but that was out 
of the question. 
It was easy to see 
then that Roosevelt was no ordinary 
man. 
1 turned him over to George 
W aite, a cowboy, who knew the hog 
country, and sent them over to the 
Seven I> ranch, telling them to go 
ahead and hunt as long as they pleas­ 
ed. 
My recollection is that they killed 
about a half dozen ja v e lin a s , some 
deer and four or five wild turkeys. 
“After the hunt Roosevelt made a 
present to Wait** of the magnificent 
ritle which he had used on the trip, 
saying: ‘Here, take this ritle and keep 
it. 
All the use I had for it was to kill 
these h o g s . 
I’m done with ft now.’ 
“I saw very little of Roosevelt at 
th a t time, and I never saw him after- 
1 w ard until the organization 
of 
tin* 
; rough riders in San Antonio. 
One 
¡ night, while the regiment was at San 
Antonio, one of my horses was stolen. 
1 traced it up and found that it had 
been sold to the government as a cav 
airy horse in the rough riders’ regi­ 
ment, 
I determined to recover tho uni 
nial if I could. 
I went to where tho 
regiment was camped and was taken 
to Colonel Roosevelt’s tent. As we met 
I said: 
“ ‘I suppose you don’t recognize me?’ 
“ Ills answer was quick as a flash: 
“ ‘Oh, yes, I did! 
I hunted hogs on 
your ranch near Uvalde.’ 
“The government brand had already 
been put on tin* horse, and I had to bo 
satisfied with getting pay for tin* ani­ 
mal.” 
George Waite, the cow puncher, who 
w as Roosevelt’s companion on the hunt, 
says that when 
he started out he 
thought it would be another ease of 
guiding a tenderfoot round in search 
of gam**, blit it *11*1 not take him long 
to find out that Roosevelt knew as 
much about ranch business and a good 
deni more about hunting than he did. 
“ You mustn’t tell me that that feller 
Roosevelt is from New York,” lit* said 
to a group <>f cowboys who were gatli 
ered about him in Uvalde when he 
came in from tlie hunt. 
“Why, in* 
knows more about a ranch than any of 
us fellers 
He ain’t no more from New 
York than 1 am, I’ll bet. More than 
likely he is a Texas runchiuau. I trie! 
to get him to tell me where he learned 
so much about cattle, but in* didn't 
seem to want to talk about it. And as 
for hunting, lie can give any feller here 
cards and spades and boat him when it 
comes to shooting javelinas and deer.” 
W aite says th a t Roosevelt kept him 
on the go all the time they were to­ 
gether. 
The cow puncher was overcome with 
pleasure when Roosevelt presented him 
with the handsome rifle. He has been 
offered large sums of money for the 
gun, but Waite says that he would not 
take $1,000 for It. He will take a big 
crowd of west Texas cowboys to Ban 
Antonio when the president visits that 
city In April.

“Aren’t the people themselves dis­ 
honest?" asks Lincoln Steffens in an 
article In McClure's Magazine for Feb­ 
ruary entitled “ Rhode Islan d -A State 
For Sale.” 
The "grafters” who bat­ 
ten on us say so. 
Politicians have ex­ 
cused their own corruption to me time 
and again by declaring that "we’re all 
corrupt,” and promoters and swindlers 
alike describe their victims as 
sm art 
folk who think to beat us at our own 
game.” 
W ithout going Into the cynic’s 
sweeping summary that “man always 
was and always will be corrupt,” it Is 
but fair while we are following the 
trail of the grafters to consider their 
plea th at the corrupt political system 
they are upbuilding is founded on the 
dishonesty of the American people. 
Is 
It? 
It Is In Rhode Island. 
The system 
of Rhode Island which has produced 
the man who is at the head of the po­ 
litical system of the United States is 
grounded on the lowest layer of corrup­ 
tion that I have found thus far—the 
bribery of voters with cash at the polls. 
Other states know the practice. 
In 
Wisconsin, Missouri, Illinois and Penn­ 
sylvania “workers” are paid “to get 
out the vote." but this is only prelim­ 
inary; the direct and decisive purchase 
of power comes later in conventions 
and legislatures. 
In these states tile 
corruptionists buy the people’s repre­ 
sentatives. 
In Rhode Island they buy 
the people themselves. 
The conditions are peculiar. 
As the 
Rhode Islanders say, their state is 
peculiar In many ways. 
Blit it Is 
American. 
The smallest of the states, 
it is one of the biggest in our history. 
Poor in soil, it is rich in waterways, 
and the Rhode Islanders, turning early 
from agriculture to manufacture, made 
goods which they sent forth from their 
magnificent harbor to all the world in 
ships that brought home cargoes of 
wealth. 
One of the New England 
group of colonies, Rhode Island w as 
founded as a refuge from the Puritan 
intolerance of Massachusetts. 
One of 
the “original thirteen states,” it was 
the first (May 4, 177(1) to declare its in­ 
dependence of Great Britain and the 
last (May 29, 17(.k») to give allegiance to 
the United States, 
So the American 
spirit of commercial enterprise and po­ 
litical Independence has burned high In 
Rhode Island. 
There is nothing pe­ 
culiar about that, and there is nothing 
peculiar about the general result of the 
corruption of the state. 
Rhode Island is an oligarchy. But so 
were Wisconsin and Illinois and .Mis­ 
souri. and so are New York, Pennsyl­ 
vania and New Jersey. 
The oligarchy 
Is tim typical form of the actual gov­ 
ernment of our s t a t e s . 
There is one 
peculiarity about the Rhode Island oli­ 
garchy. however. 
It is constitutional. 
The oligarchies of other states were 
grafted upon constitutional democra­ 
cies. 
Rhode Island never was a dem­ 
ocracy, and in th a t peculiarity lies the 
peculiar significance of this state to the 
rest of us. 
Rhode Island has a restricted su f­ 
frage. 
Many a good American thinks 
that if we could “keep the Ignorant 
foreigner from voting” and otherwise 
limit the suffrage to persons of prop­ 
erty who would have a direct personal 
financial Interest in government we 
then should have good government. 
Should we? 
Rhode Island can answ er 
that question. Again, many “thinkers” 
have thought that it was the wicked 
Hies with their mixed populations 
which have degraded and disgraced us 
md that if we could but devise some 
scheme of representation by which the 
balance of power could be given into 
tile honest hands of the good old Amer­ 
ican stock out upon the healthy coun­ 
tryside we then 
should 
be 
saved. 
Rhode Island bas such a scheme. 
The 
significance to the rest of us of the 
story of Rhode Island lies in the fact 
that its essentially typical condition 
was reached under extraordinary cir­ 
cumstances which some “leading citi­ 
zens” In other states think would cor­ 
rect their evils. 
“ Leading citizens” have made Rhode 
Island w hat it is. 
They always have 
ruled there. 
I have called the state 
an oligarchy. 
It used to be an aris­ 
tocracy. 
“Freeholders” and their eld­ 
est sons 
alone participated 
In 
the 
colonial government under the charter 
of d ia rie s IL, and after the Revolu­ 
tion. when all the other states adopted 
constitutions, Rhode Island went on 
under its royal charter of 1063 and an 
‘‘unwritten constitution” till 1842. 
I 
cannot stop to describe this “landed 
aristocracy” in an American state. 
It 
Is sufficient th at it closed with the 
Dorr rebellion. 
The abuses were so in­ 
tolerable that the people, the patient 
American people who have submitted 
to Urokcr, Quay, Pox and other des­ 
pots, rose in open revolt. 
The next experiment was a “com­ 
mercial aristocracy.” 
The constitution 
af 1812 “extended” the s u f f r a g e from 
holders of real to those also possess­ 
ed of personal property—if they were 
native horn. 
The “foreign vote” was 
restricted, as before, to real estate 
holders till 1888, when personal prop­ 
erty qualified a foreign born as well as 
a 
native voter. 
The “mob,” which 
owned nothing and paid no taxes, was 
allowed to vote, but only upon regis­ 
tering four months before election and 
then not “upon any proposition to im­ 
pose a tax or tho expenditure of mon­ 
ey ” 
These registered voters, for ex­ 


ample, cannot vote for members of city 
councils. 
The most effective restriction of tile 
suffrage, however, was established in 
the constitutional scheme of dispropor­ 
tionate representation. 
The governor, 
elected by a majority (now by a plu­ 
rality) of the voters of all classes, was 
made a "pure executive;” he lins no 
veto. All legislative powers were lodg­ 
ed in the general assembly of two 
houses. 
The lower branch, the house 
of representatives, Is limited to seven­ 
ty-two mein liers, no matter what the 
population may be, and. while eneh 
town shall have at least one repre­ 
sentative, no city may have mon’ than 
one sixth of the membership. 
This is 
undemocratic enough, but the senate, 
says the constitution, “shall consist of 
one senator from each town and city 
In the state.” 
Here is the crux of the situation. 
A 
town in Rhode Island is what is known 
to most of us as a township. 
There 
are thirty-eight “towns and cities” iii 
the state. 
Their population in Rhh) 


w h s 428,551. 
Of this total 36,027 lived 
In twenty towns. 
Thus less than one- 
eleventh of the people of the state elect 
more than five-tenths a majority of 
Hie senate. 
Providence, with 29,036 
qualified voters, has one senator; Little 
Compton elected one one year by a 
unanimous vote of 78. There are four­ 
teen such “towns” with less than 500 
qualified voters; there are twenty with 
less than 2,000 each. 
Thus was the 
sovereignty of the state put into the 
hands of the “good old American stock 
out in Hie country.” 
W hat happened? 
The “best people” 
continued to rule. 
The “best people” 
of the period after the new constitu­ 
tion were manufacturers, but their fine 
old houses stand today jim witnesses 
not only to their wealth, hut also to a 
refined taste. 
There can be no doubt 
thnt they came as near forming a real 
aristocracy as commercialism can pro­ 
duce. 
They certainly were just the 
kind of men that many theorists say 
should have control of government. 
Well, they got control of Rhode Is­ 
land. How? With money. Aristocrats 
though they were, they were business 
men first, and they went after the key 
to control in a businesslike way. They 
bought up tho towns. 
The “best peo­ 
ple” sent offers of bribes to the good 
people of the countryside, and the good 
people took the bribes and let the best 
people run the government. 
It was a 
commercial aristocracy that corrupted 
the American stock in Rhode Island 
and laid the foundation of the present 
financial and political system of cor­ 
rupt ion in the state.

New B i l l for Separation of Church and 
State in France. 
Paris, Feb. 1 *>. 
T he 
Rouvier m in­ 
istry 
presented in 
the cham ber 
of 
deputies the draft of a new bill for the 
separation of church and state. 
The 
text of the m easure m akes the separa­ 
tion of church and state definite and 
conclusiva*, but om its a num ber of de­ 
tails of the Combes 
bill, which had 
aroused 
antagonism . 
T he 
essential 
points of the new m easure are: 
Abolition of the concordat, whereby 
the rehitions of church and state wore 
establish* d ; term ination of all govern­ 
ment aid 
and subsidies to 
religious 
sects or functionaries; formation of 
church associations into civil corpora­ 
tions amenable to the same laws as 
other organizations. 
The bill com prises thirty-two a rti­ 
cles and the text of Article one is as 
follows: 
“i he state, henceforth neither recog­ 
nizes nor contributes to any religious 
denomination. 
Public establishm ents 
of 
religions now 
existing are 
sup­ 
pressed. 
All religious budgets of ap­ 
propriations 
of governm ent 
dep art­ 
ments or com m unes 
are suppressed, 
The exercise of religion Is hereafter 
free, under the sole restriction th a t 
exercise must accord with public or­ 
der.” 
The article abolishing the concordat 
says; 
‘‘All laws and orders relative to the 
public organization or recognition of 
a religious denom ination are abrogat­ 
ed, particularly the law ratifying the 
convention betw een the pope and the 
French governm ent.”

W ithout going into the cynic’s 
sweeping sum m ary th a t “man alw ays 
w as and alw ays will be corrupt,” it is 
but fair while w e are following the 
trail of the g rafters to consider their 
plea th a t tin* corrupt political system 
they are upbuilding Is founded on the 
dishonesty of the American people. 
Is 
it? 
It Is In Rhode Island. 
The system 
of Rhode Island which lias produced 
th e m an who Is at the head of the po­ 
litical system of the I ’nited States is 
grounded on the lowest layer of corrup ­ 
tion th a t I have found thus fa r —th e 
bribery of voters w ith cash at the polls. 
O ther states know the practice. 
In 
W isconsin, Missouri, Illinois and P en n­ 
sylvania “w orkers” are paid “to get 
out the vote.” but this is only prelim ­ 
inary; the direct and decisive purchase 
of power comes later in conventions 
and legislatures. 
In these states the 
corruptionists buy th e people’s repre­ 
sentatives. 
In Rhode Island they buy 
the people themselves. 
T he conditions are peculiar.

Rhode Islanders soy, their state is 
peculiar in m any 
ways.

American. 
T he sm allest of the states, 
it is one of the biggest in our history. 
Poor in soil, it is rich in w aterw ays, 
and the Rhode Islanders, tu rn in g early 
from agricu lture to m anufacture, m ade 
goods w hich they sent forth from their 
magnificent h arbor to all the w orld in 
ships th a t brought home cargoes of 
w ealth. 
One of 
the New 
E ngland 
group of colonies, Rhode Island w as 
founded as a refuge from the P u rita n 
Intolerance of M assachusetts. 
One of 
tlie “original thirteen states,” it w as 
th e first (May 4, 177(1) to declare its in­ 
dependence of G roat Britain and the 
last (May 2b. 1700) to give allegiance to 
th e F n lte d States. 
So the A m erican 
spirit of com mercial enterprise and po­ 
litical Independence has burned high in 
Rhode Island. 
There is nothing pe­ 
culiar abo ut that, and there is nothing 
peculiar abou t the general result of th e 
corruption of the state. 
Rhode Island is an oligarchy. 
B u t so 
w ere W isconsin and Illinois and Mis­ 
souri, and so are New York, P ennsyl­ 
vania and New Jersey. 
T he oligarchy 
la tho typical form of the actual gov­ 
ernm ent of our states. 
T here is one 
peculiarity about th e Rhode Island oli­ 
garchy. however. 
It is constitutional. 
T he oligarchies of other states w ere 
g rafted upon constitutional dem ocra­ 
cies. 
Rhode Island never w a s a dem ­ 
ocracy, and in th a t peculiarity lies the 
peculiar significance of this sta te to the 
rest of us. 
Rhode Island 1ms a restricted s u f ­ 
frage. 
M any a good Am erican thinks 
th a t if we could “keep the ignorant 
foreigner from voting” and otherw ise 
limit the suffrage to persons of prop­ 
erty who w ould have a direct personal 
financial interest in governm ent w e 
then should have good governm ent. 
Should w e? 
Rhode Island can a n sw e r 
th a t question. 
Again, m any “thin kers” 
have tho ug ht th a t it w as the w icked 
ities 
w ith 
their 
m ixed populations 
w hich have degraded and disgraced us 
ind th a t if w e could b u t devise some 
scheme of representation by w hich tlie 
balance of pow er could be given into 
th e honest hands of tin* good old A m er­ 
ican stock out upon the healthy coun­ 
tryside 
w e 
then 
should 
be 
saved. 
Rhode» Island has such a scheme. 
T he 
significance to the rest of us of th e 
story of Rhode Island lies in th e fact 
th a t ils essentially typical condition 
w as reached under extrao rdinary cir­ 
cum stances w hich some “leading citi­ 
zens” in other states think w ould cor­ 
rect their evils. 
“ L eading citizens” have m ad e Rhode 
Island w h a t it is. 
They alw ays have 
ruled there. 
I have called th e sta te 
an oligarchy. 
It used to be an aris­ 
tocracy. 
“Freeholders” and their eld­ 
est 
sons 
alone participated 
in 
the 
colonial governm ent under the charter 
of Charles II., and a fte r the Revolu­ 
tion. w hen till the other states adopted 
constitutions, Rhode Islan d w e n t on 
under its royal ch arter of 1GG3 and an 
“u n w ritten constitution” till 1842. 
I 
cannot stop to describe this “landed 
aristocracy” in an Am erican state. 
It 
Is sufficient th a t it closed w ith th e 
D orr rebellion. 
The abuses w ere so in­ 
tolerable th a t the people, the p atien t 
Am erican people who have subm itted 
to Croker, Quay, <’ox and other des­ 
pots, rose in open revolt. 
The next experim ent w as a “com­ 
mercial nrisKbcrnoy." 
T he constitution 
nf 1842 “extended” the suffrage from 
holders of real to those also possess­ 
ed of personal property—if they w ere 
native horn. 
T he “foreign vote” w as 
restricted, as before, 
to real 
estate 
holders till 1888, when personal prop­ 
erty qualified a foreign born as well as 
a 
native voter. 
T he “ mob,” which 
owned nothing and paid no taxes, w as 
allowed to vote, but only upon regis­ 
tering four m onths before election and 
then not “ upon any proposition to im ­ 
pose a tax or the expenditure of m on­ 
ey " 
These registered voters, for e x ­ 


ample, cannot vote for members of d t y 
councils. 
The most effective restriction of the 
suffrage, however, w as established in 
the constitutional schem e of dispropor­ 
tionate representation. 
T he governor, 
elected by a m ajority (now by a plu­ 
rality) of the voters of all classes, w as 
m ade a “pure executive;” he has no 
veto. 
All legislative pow ers were lodg­ 
ed In the general assem bly of tw o 
houses. 
The lower branch, the house 
of representatives, Is limibMl to seven­ 
ty-tw o members, no m atter w hat the 
population may be. and. while each 
tow n shall have at least one repre­ 
sentative, no city m ay have more than 
one sixth of the m embership. 
This is 
undemocratic enough, but the senate, 
says the constitution, “shall consist of 
one senator from each tow n and city 
In the state.” 
H ere Is the crux of the situation. 
A 
tow n in Rhode Island Is w hat Is known 
to most of us as a tow nship. 
There 
are thirty-eight “tow ns and cities” In 
the state. 
T heir population In 11MM) 


w hs 428,551. 
Of this total 30,027 lived 
In tw enty towns. 
T hus less than one- 
eleventh of the people of the state elect 
more than five-tenths a majority of 
the senate. 
Providence, w ith 20,030 
qualified voters, has one senator; Little 
Compton elected one one year by a 
unanim ous vote of 78, 
T here are four­ 
teen such “to w n s” w ith less than 500 
qualified voters; th e re are tw enty w ith 
less than 2,000 each. 
T hus w as th e 
sovereignty of th e sta te put into th e 
hands of the “good old A m erican stock 
out In the country.” 
W hat happened? 
Tin» “best people” 
continued to rule. 
T he “best people” 
of tin* period a fte r the new constitu­ 
tion w ere m anu facturers, but their fine 
old houses stand today as w itnesses 
not only to their w ealth, but also to a 
refined taste. 
T here can be no doubt 
thn t they cam e as near forming a real 
aristocracy as com m ercialism can pro­ 
duce. 
They certainly w ere just the 
kind of men th a t m any theorists say 
should have control of government. 
Well, they got control of Rhode Is­ 
land. How? W ith money. Aristocrats 
though they were, they w ere business 
men first, and they w ent after the key 
to control in a businesslike way. They 
bought up the tow ns. 
The “best peo­ 
ple” sent offers of bribes to the good 
people of the countryside, and the good 
people took the bribes and let the best 
people run the governm ent. 
It w as a 
commercial aristocracy th a t corrupted 
th e Am erican stock In Rhode Island 
and laid the foundation of tlx* present 
financial and political system of cor­ 
ruption In the state.
